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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Gilmanton  School  Board : 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  fifth  annu- 
al report  as  superintendent  of  schools.  Its  purposes  will 
be  to  state  some  of  the  most  interesting  facts  about  the 
schools  for  the  past  year  and  for  this  year  to  date,  to  com- 
pare some  of  those  facts  with  information  given  in  previ- 
ous reports,  and  to  discuss  the  needs  of  the  future. 

Teaching  Force. 
The  only  change  necessary  last  year  in  the  teaching  force 
was  mentioned  in  my  last  report.  That  break  in  the  school 
work  came  so  early  in  the  year  that  little  time  was  lost. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  only  one  vacancy  occurred.  The 
appended  table  entitled  "Teaching  Force"  states  the 
names  of  the  present  teachers,  their  positions,  salaries, 
training  and  experience.  At  the  end  of  the  fall  term  Mrs. 
Carroll  resigned  and  it  was  decided  to  transport  the  five 
pupils  in  that  section  of  the  town  to  the  Corner. 

Teachers'  Meetings. 

As  in  the  past  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  month- 
ly when  possible,  but  because  of  the  extremely  bad  travel- 
ing and  great  distances  between  schools,  it  is  impossible 
for  all  teachers  to  get  together  more  than  a  few  times  each 
year.  Two  meetings  were  held  this  fall.  The  topics  dis- 
cussed were:  (1)  the  New  State  Program  of  Studies  in 
Character  Education,  and  (2)  the  teaching  of  oral  and 
written  composition,  literature  and  grammar  in  grades 
seven  and  eight. 

Promotions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  ninety-two  pupils  were  promoted 
to  the  next  grade  and  only  five,  or  5.2  per  cent,  failed  of 
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promotion.  We  usually  expect  about  seven  per  cent  of 
failures  and  in  the  past,  except  1926,  we  had  considerably 
more  than  that  number.  The  per  cent  of  failures  for  the 
preceding  six  years  were  as  follows :  1921,  11.4%  ;  1922, 
9.6% ;  1923,  12.2%  ;  1924,  12.8%  ;  1925,  34.1%,  and  1926, 
5.0%.  Such  a  high  per  cent  of  failures  as  we  have  had 
in  the  past  is  very  costly,  not  only  to  the  child  but  to  the 
district.  Every  child  who  is  held  back  and  made  to  repeat 
a  grade  makes  so  much  more  work  for  the  teacher  and  re- 
quires more  books  and  supplies.  Although  the  standards 
of  achievement  has  been  greatly  raised  during  the  past  two 
years,  the  quality  of  the  teaching  has  been  so  much  im- 
proved that  a  marked  decrease  in  the  per  cent  of  failures 
has  resulted  instead  of  an  increase  as  might  be  expected. 
This  decrease  of  over  fifty  per  cent  in  the  number  of  fail- 
ures along  with  an  increase  of  about  twenty-five  per  cent 
in  the  standards  of  achievement  in  all  school  subjects  is  an 
accomplishment  of  which  Gilmanton  pupils,  teachers  and 
citizens  should  be  proud.  With  trained  and  capable  teach- 
ers working  under  careful  supervision  with  modern  equip- 
ment, and  with  pupils  who  attend  school  regularly  for  a 
full  thirty-six  weeks  there  is  no  reason  why  Gilmanton 
schools  cannot  be  good  schools  and  I  firmly  believe  that 
they  now  are.

lop,  Jessie  MoClary,  Jane  Mansfield,  Bernard  Kichard- 
son,  and  Benjamin   Stopolones. 


Health  Supervision. 

For  the  fourth  time  last  year  the  nurse  engaged  to  do 

the  school  health  work  failed  to  get  onto  the  job.     After 

much  difficulty,  however,  a  nurse  was  finally  found  to  do 

the  work.     As  an  immediate  result  of  her  efforts  five  chil- 
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dren  suffering-  from  diseased  throats  had  their  tonsils  and 
adenoids  removed,  three  were  fitted  with  glasses  and  seven 
.suspicious  cases  attended  a  tuberculosis  clinic  for  exam- 
ination. In  this  work  the  Ked  Cross  furnished  consider- 
able financial  assistance.  Mrs.  King's  report  which  fol- 
lows shows  the  urgent  need  of  further  health  work.

Buildings  and  Equipment. 
During  the  past  year  considerable  improvement  in  build- 
ings and  equipment  has  been  made  in  addition  to  the  ne- 
cessary minor  repairs.  At  Kelley's  Corner  new  Hyloplate 
blackboards  have  been  installed  and  twenty  new  movable 
desks  and  posture  chairs  have  replaced  the  old  desks.  At 
the  Iron  Works  five  new  double  shades  have  been  put  up. 
At  the  Sanlborn  school  new  Hyloplate  blackboards  have 
been  purchased  and  are  awaiting  installation.  At  Smith 
Meeting  House  the  building  has  been  shingled.  At  Jones' 
Mills  the  toilets  were  remodeled  and  Kaustine  chemical 
toilet's  installed,  the  shed  repaired,  the  buildings  shingled 
and  painted,  and  the  ceiling  of  the  classroom  painted.  The 
toilets  at  all  schools  are  now  quite  satisfactory  for  the  pres- 
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ent.  Also,  all  schools  are  now  equipped  with  modern  desks 
and  with  a  few  changes  in  the  seating  arrangement  at 
Smith  Meeting  House  all  pupils  will  be  properly  seated. 

Looking  forward  to  the  needs  of  the  future  we  find  that 
the  lighting  and  the  heating  and  ventilating  conditions 
at  Kelley's  Corner,  at  Smith  Meeting  House,  and  at  San- 
born do  not  meet  State  requirements,  and  that  some  re- 
pairs at  the  Iron  Works  are  badly  needed.  The  furnace 
at  this  school  is  working  far  from  satisfactorily  and  should 
receive  attention,  as  should  the  basement  door,  the  plas- 
tering in  the  hall,  and  other  minor  needs.  Following  the 
plan  to  standardize  one  school  each  year  the  Kelley's  Cor- 
ner school,  being  the  largest  one  of  the  first  three  men- 
tioned above,  should  be  the  first  to  be  fixed.  Next  sum- 
mer the  windows  on  one  side  should  be  removed  and  more 
put  in  on  the  left  side  so  the  light  will  come  from  two  sides 
only  and  the  glass  area  will  be  equal  to  at  least  one-fifth 
of  the  floor  area.  Also  a  modern  schoolroom  heater  and 
ventilator  should  be  installed.  I  believe  the  amounts  asked 
for  in  the  budget  for  alterations  and  new  equipment  will 
be  sufficient  to  meet  these  expenses. 

Finances. 
I  am  sure  that  the  tax  payers  of  Gilmanton  will  be  ex- 
ceedingly pleased  to  know  that  the  amount  of  money  be- 
ing asked  for  this  year  is  less  than  has  been  appropriated 
any  year  for  the  past  six  years.  The  appropriation  for 
each  of  those  years  was  as  follows:  1922,  $6,000;  1923, 
$6,200;  1924,  $6,614;  1925,  $6,262.79;  1926,  $6,000,  and 
1927,  $7,650.  The  amount  asked  for  this  year  is  only 
$5,910.  The  two  largest  items  in  the  budget,  you  will  no- 
tice, are  for  teachers'  salaries  and  for  transportation.  Good 
teachers  can  be  induced  to  come  to  Gilmanton  only  by  be- 
ing offered  good  salaries.  I  believe  the  quality  of  the  in- 
struction the  boys  and  girls  are  now  receiving  justifies  the 
higher  salaries  being  paid.  As  regards  transportation  we 
all  know  that  is  a  real  problem  in  this  district.     Many  of 
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the  parents  living  between  one  and  one-half  and  two  miles 
from  school  have  asked  for  transportation  during  the  win- 
ter and  this  is  being  provided  by  the  school  board  this  win- 
ter and  will  be  next  winter  if  sufficient  funds  are  avail- 
able. Not  only  does  this  plan  help  the  parents  but  it  helps 
these  pupils  to  attend  school  more  regularly.  In  the  win- 
ter of  1925-26  this  plan  was  first  adopte-d  and  the  per  cent 
of  attendance  for  the  year  was  the^highest  Gilmanton  has 
ever  had.  Last  winter  no  money  was  available  for  the 
purpose  and  the  per  cent  of  attendance  dropped  from  93.24 
to  92.19.  It  seems  from  available  data  that  the  lack  of  trans- 
portation for  these  pupils  having  so  far  to  walk  is  largely 
responsible  for  this  decrease.  Your  superintendent  be- 
lieves that  the  raising  of  the  amount  a.^ked  for  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  continued  improvement  of  the  schools. 

Conclusion. 
In  this  report  I  have  pointed  out  among  other  facts  that 
Gilmanton  teachers  are  well  trained  and  capable,  that  its 
boys  and  girls  are  regular  in  attendance  and  making  as  good 
progress  in  school  Avork  as  pupils  elsewhere  are  making, 
and  that  buildings  and  equipment  are  being  progres- 
sively improved.  For  another  year  the  administration  of 
the  Gilmanton  schools  has  been  based  squarely  upon  the 
principle  that  the  welfare  of  the  schools  depends  upon 
the  continued  improvement  of  buildings  and  equipment 
and  the  emploj^ment  of  capable  teachers  trained  for  the 
greatest  work  of  all — molding  human  characters.  Your 
superintendent  of  schools  is  truly  appreciative  of  the  con- 
tinued cooperation  he  has  received  from  teachers,  pupils, 
school  board,  and  citizens.  DO  IN  COOPERATION  has 
been  the  motto  of  all.
